Leitstellen have been conceived as inspection or fact-finding organs possessing 
no executive powers but able to relieve the OT echelon of routine inspection 
missions for implementation of its directives 0 However, the activation of th© 
Leitstellen will be dependent on the availability of suitable personnel, 

2* At the same time, it Is planned to establish a w/t communications net Uniting 
the HV with the leitstellen and the latter with their subordinate Objekte, 
since the present special telephone net is inadequate in view of the lack of 
repeater stations and the poor quality of the wires, Each paramilitary in- 
stallation will have a w/t station*, and transmissions will be in code. For 
a complete signal system (w/t, telephone, teletype) as projected by Komraandeur 
MQller, in charge of the signals section, the personnel required will number 
about 500; the selection of these persons, both trained and untrained, has been 
entrusted to Polizeirat ITordin of the Organization Section, Haupiabteilung Stab,

4* An airfield east of Gflstrow (midway between Gttstrow and Priemerwald), formerly 
belonging to the German Air Force, has been desi/uiated for glider training. A 
building on the site of the former airdrome, which is now occupied by an SED 
Kreis party school, is to be evacuated, although the Mecklenburg Interior Ministry 
has so far refused to make the site available to the %uptverwaltung fftr Ausbildung 
as a training area. It is not clear whether the glider training is to bo carried

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5# Housing facilities for a new Objelct are now under construction at Suhl in 
Thuringia. It is surmised that the effectives from the Boitssenburg Bereit- 
schaffc, whose barracks were destroyed by fire, are to be transferred to Suhl.
